W illiam Abercrombie,' 45, 
a 
life long resident of Rush county 
and for the 
last 
tw enty-three 
years a jeweler in this city, com ­ 
m itted suicide about 
8 o’clock 
this morning at his home, 
1224 
North Main street. 
A shot-g un 
was used. 
The act was com m itted while 
Mrs. Abercrombie had gone to a 
neighbors house to report their 
téléphoné which was out of or­ 
der. While she was absent, 
Mr. 
Abercrombie arose from his bed 
and went to a sm all pantry just 
off the kitchen. There he loaded 
a double-barreled shotg un and 
placing the muzzle in his mouth, 
pulled the 
trigger 
with 
his 
thumb. 
Both barrels of the gun 
haci 
been cocked but only the right 
barrel was discharged, a bruise 
on the m an’s thumb where the 
gun had kicked back showed how 
the shot had been fired. The en­ 
tire face and top of the 
man s 
head were blown away by ths 
shell. 
The body was found by 
his 
w ife whe.t( s^e returned from 
reporting the telephone and was 
on her way to the basement to 
kindle a fire in the furnace. The 
m an’s body had blocked 
the 
pantry door shut. 
Dr. Lowell M. 
Green, 
Rush 
county coroner, was called and 
held a short 
inquest 
at 
the 
house before the body was tak­ 
en to the W yatt undertaking es­ 
tablishm ent to be prepared 
for 
burial. Mr. Abercrombie had been 
in ill health for a long time and 
this was believed to have affect­ 
ed his mind at times. 
Mr. Abercrombie’s health had 
been failing for 
the 
last 
ten 
years, 
relatives 
stated 
today, 
and for the last three or 
four 
years he had been 
unable 
to 
work at the jewelry store which 
he and his brother Frank owned 
and operated. 
Mr. Abercrombie was 
known 
to have been suffering from 
an 
ulcerated stom aih. He was borr 
in Rush county, August 2S, 18 8 3. 
Frank Abercrombie, his partner 
in the jewelry store, is a 
twin 
brother, Mr. Abercrombie married 
Efifte Ward in 19 11.

OLD AGE» PENSION 


Members of the Fraternal Or­ 
der of Eagles from Brookville, 
Rushville and 
Greensburg at­ 
tended 
a district meeting in 
Connersville Sunday at which 
the principal speaker was Otto P. 
Deluse, Indianapolis, former na­ 
tional president of the order and 
now chairman of the Indiana 
Old Age Pension Commission. 
Pensioning of the aged, Mr. 
Deluse declared, has become a 
matter of national importance. 
He referred to results of a sur­ 
vey made recently by the Na­ 
tional 
Economic 
League, 
in 
w h i c h 
representative 
m e n 
throughout the nation were ask­ 
ed opinions of what is the para­ 
mount problem of the United 
States today. 
This survey, Mr. Deluse point­ 
ed out, showed that 119 men con­ 
sider old age pensions an issue 
of more importance than trusts 
and monopolies, regulation and 
control of industry, railways, the 
Monroe doctrine and interstate 
commerce. \ * 
The race problem had only one 
more supporter than relief for 
the aged; 
installment buying 
two more; 
merchant marine 
five more and foreign trade* and 
investments, eight more.

The matter is now before the U. S. Govern- 


ment for consideration. What is needed chiefly 
is government endorsement and assistance, as 
tvpined in the letting of mail contracts. Spon- 
sors of the proposal say that they will go ahead 
with their plans if the government agrees to send 
mail by their ships. 


Two monster dirigibles, sister ships to the 


ones now being built by Goodyear at Akron for 
the U S Navy, would be used. They would car- 
ry nearly 100 passengers and between five and 
ten tons of mail. The dirigibles, it is estimated, 
could easily cut the best steamship time in half. 


For a good many years the palatial air liner
